This volume giving brief outlines of 
the commercial and industrial state of 
Japan, has been prepared for the Paris 
International Exposition of 1900. 

It is however to be regretted that in the 
present edition minute details could not 
be given owing to the shortness of time. 

If this little work -will serve to any 
extent as a useful guide to readers, it 
will be ample compensation for the labor 
expended. 
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CHAPTER I 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 

Geographical position and 4:v;Bj6ns. — ;T-l/e Em- 
pire of Japan is situated in. the "North Pacific to the 
Continent of Asia, between the parallels- of. : 22° ai'd 
51" N-, and is geographically divided into five great 
islands with adjacent islets : namely, Honshiu, the cen- 
tral and the largest ; Kiushiu, the south-western ; Shi- 
koku, the southern ; Hokkaido (Yezo), the most northerly 
and least developed, and Taiwan (Formosa) the most 
southerly and recently incorporated into the Empire. 
The former four are geographically sud-divided into 
77 provinces and administratively into 1 Do-cho, 3 Fu 
and 43 Ken (prefectures) including Okinawa; and the 
last is under a special administration, its western part 
being divided into 3 Ken. Besides these five great is- 
lands, the Empire possesses (1) Chishima (The Kurile 
Islands), the stepping stones between Hokkaido and 
Kamchatka of Asiatic Russia; (2) Ogasawara-jima (The 
Bonin Islands), lying to the south-east of Honshiu ; (3) 
Riuku (The Lu-chu Islands), scattered to the south of

Kiushiu; and (4) the Hoko-to group (The Pescadore 
Islands), situated in the channal separating Taiwan 
(Formosa) from China.

Climate. — The climate of the country is generally 
mild and healthy, subject to variations in temperature 
according to the influences exerted by the situation, the 
formation of land, the physical features of mountains, 
and the ocean streams. 

The whole group of the islands being within the cir- 
cuit of the north-eastern monsoon, is very warm in sum- 
mer with sultry wind, while in winter the north or.north- 
western wind, the cold current coming from the Arctic 
Ocean through the Bhering Strait, along the coasts of 
Chishima and the eastern Hokkaido, coupled with the 
climatic influence of the Asiatic Continent, make the 
north-eastern portion of the country intensely cold and 
snowy. But on the other hand, the warm currents 
flowing from the equatorical region, one branch of which 
runs along the Pacific coasts of the Empire, and the 
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other half of which enters into the Japan Sea through 
the Strait of Corea, mitigate the cold and violent mon- 
soon, and modify the climate of the south-western pro- 
vinces as well as that of the whole country. 

Area, Population and Coast-line. — The total area 
of the Empire is estimated at 27,062 square ri (1 ri = 
2,775 miles) and the population, according to the census 
taken in December, 1896 was 42,708,264 excluding 
Formosa and Pescadores. The following table shows the 
area, population and coast- line of Honshiu and the other 
islands.

Foreign Routes. — The following shows the foreign 
Routes of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha (Japan Mail Steam 
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Ship C°) and their connection with the steamers of 
foreign Steam Ship Companies : 

European Line. — The Company have a regular fort- 
nightly service between Yokohama, London and Antwerp , 
calling on the way at Kobe, Shimonoseki (occasionally), 
Hongkong, Singapore, Penang, Colombo, Port Said and 
Marseilles on the outward voyage to Europe, taking 
through cargo to various ports on the Continent of 
Europe, whilst on the voyage homeward to Japan the 
ports of Marseilles and Penang are omitted. The voyage 
homeward from London to Japan can be made to con- 
nect, either at Hongkong or Kobe, with the principal 
ports of China, Corea, Australia, etc. Twelve new twin 
screw steamers of over 6,000 tons each are employed on 
this line. 

Bombay Line. — The company's service on this route 
is maintained between Yokohama and Bombay with three 
steamers of over 3,000 and 4,000 tons. They call en route 
at Kobe, Shimonoseki (outward only), Hongkong, Sin- 
gapore and Colombo. On the voyage homeward. Tuti- 
corin is sometimes called at and Shimonoseki and Colombo 
are generally omitted. 

Australian Line. — Regular monthly communication 
is established between Yokohama and Melbourne via 
Kobe, Shimonoseki (outward only), Nagasaki, Hongkong, 
Manila, Thursday Island, Townsville, Brisbane and Syd- 
ney. Three steamers of about 3,800 tons each are now 
employed on the line. Through tickets and through bills 
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of lading arts issued to Adelaide and the principal ports 
of New Zealand and New Caledonia. 

American Line. — The Company maintain a regular 
4- weekly service to Canada and the United States of 
America. Its termini are Hongkong and Seattle, and it 
touches at Kobe, Yokohama and Victoria, connecting at 
Seattle with the Great Northern Railway. Through 
tickets and through bills of lading between Yokohama, 
Kobe, Hongkong, Shanghai, Vladivostock and other 
principal ports of Japan, China, Corea, Straits Settle- 
ments, Java, the Philippine Islands and places in Ame- 
rica and Europe, are issued by both Companies on appli- 
cation. The maritime communication is maintained by 
three steamers of between 4,000 and 5,000 tons gross. 

Shanghai Line. — A weekly service is maintained oa 
this line with three steamers of above 2,500 tons each. 
They leave Yokohama every Wednesday at noon and 
arrive at shanghai the following Wednesday, calling on 
the way at Kobe, Shimonoseki and Nagasaki. On the 
homeward voyage, they leave Shanghai on Saturday 
morning and arrive at Yokohama on the following Friday 
afternoon, via the above-mentioned intermediate ports. 

Hongkong-Vladivostock Line. —The steamers on this 
line call at Swatow, Amoy, Shanghai; Chefoo, Jinsen 
(Chemulpo) and Nagasaki on the outward voyage from 
Hongkong to Vladivostock, and on the homeward voyage 
from Vladivostock, at Gensan, Fusan, Nagasaki, Chefoo, 
Shanghai, Foochow, Auioy and Swatow back to the 
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starling point, Hongkong taking about 50 days for the 
round trip. The steamers will also call at Weibaiwei on 
both outward and homeward voyages. During the depth 
of winter, when the frozen harbor of Vladivostock makes 
navigation thither impracticable, the service to that port 
is suspended. 

Kobe- Vladivostock Line. — The line is conducted with 
two passenger boats. They run regularly between Kobe 
and Vladivostock via Shimonoseki, Nagasaki, Fusan and 
Gensan. 

Kobe-Hewchancj Line. — This line is served by a stea- 
mer at regular intervals of four weeks. The steamer calls 
en route at Shimonoseki, Nagasaki, Tsushima, Fusan, Jin- 
sen (Chemulpo), Mokpo, Chefoo and Taku(outwardonlyj, 
the last being the outport for Tientsin. In midwinter, 
Chefoo becomes the terminus and trips are made once a 
month. 

Kobe-Tientsin Line. — The steamer on this line runs 
regularly between Kobe and Tientsin or Tongku every 
four weeks, calling at Shimonoseki, Nagasaki, Fusan, 
Jinsen, Mokpo and Chefoo en route. In midwinter the 
river at Tieutsin becomes frozen, and communication is 
limited to the Kobe-Jinsen service once a month. 

Kobe-Chinnampo Line. — The Company maintain a re- 
gular 3-weekly line between Kobe and Chinnampo, under 
mail contract with the Imperial Japanese Government. 
The service has been started on the 26 th March, 1891), 
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with a steamer calling on the way at Shimonoseki, Fusan 
and Jin sen . 

The Toyo Kisen Kaisha have lately opened a service 
on the Hongkonh-American line with three newly built 
steamers of 6,000 tons each. They regularly run between 
Hongkong and San Francisco every four weeks, calling 
on their way at Shanghai, Nagasaki, Kobe, Yokohama 
and Honolulu. Connections are made at Kobe with stea- 
mers of Nippon Yusen Kaisha for Hakodate and Fusan, 
also at Hongkong with steamers for Macao, Canton, 
Swatow, Manila, Saigon, Singapore, Colombo, Calcutta, 
Bombay, Batavia, Samarang, Australia, New Zealand 
and Europe via Suez. The Osaka Shosen Kaisha have a 
regular service between Hongkong and Formosa via 
Swatow and Amoy, and some regular or occasional ser- 
vices between many important Japanese, Chinese and 
Corean ports. There are several other lines both in the 
Japanese and Chinese waters, going as far as the Ocea- 
nian islands, served by steamers and sailing vessels 
under the Japanese flag. They belong either to compa- 
nies or individual owners, and carry merchandise, mails 
and p

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Railways. — The construction of railways in this coun- 
try is now being rapidly pushed forward. The first rail- 
way constructed was the line between Yokohama and 
Tokyo, 18 miles long, and opened for traffic on the 12 th 
of June, 1872. Since then, the government was actively 
engaged in the extension of the railways, by raising natio- 
nal loan for the construction of new lines, while numerous 
private railway companies were organized in various 
parts and commenced their works. The return taken in 
September 1899, shows the railway lines already com- 
pleted to be amounting to 3,561 miles 798 miles by the 
government, and 2,763 miles by the private companies 
— and 2,203 mites in the course of construction.

— In 1871 the postal laws based on the Ameri- 
can System, were enforced, and the systems of Postal 
Money Orders, Savings Banks, and of Parcel Post were 
also established. There is no place, however remote antl 
sequest rated, where the letters can not be despatched 
and delivered. As to the foreign mails, an agreement for

mutual exchange of letters was first made with the Uni- 
ted States of America in 1873, and then the Imperial 
Goverment joined the Universal Postal Union, and now 
Japan enjoys the same benefits with the other countries of 
the Union.

Telegraph and Telephone. — In 1861) the telegraphic 
line was, for the first time, constructed between Tokyo 
and Yokohama. It was afterwards so rapidly extended, 
that at present it connects all the: important towns of the 
Empire. As to the foreign telegraphs, there are three 
submarine cables connecting Nagasaki with Shanghai, 
Vladivostock, and Fusan. Since the Empire entered 
into the International Telegraph Convention, it is pos- 
sessed of the accommodation and advantages of sending 
messages to, and receiving them from, the countries, 
belonging to the Convention. 

The telephone exchange was recenly established ; and 
the rapid increase of the subscribers in Tokyo, Yokohama , 
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and Osaka, shows that the system will soon be adopted 
throughout the country. Tbe following two tables show 
the routes and the number of offices fortelegraph and 
telephone respectively.

Coinage. — The Imperial Mint was established in 
Osaka in 1868. The Coinage Regulations were enacted 
in 1871 and new species of coins of round shape were 
issued. The present currency consists of gold, silver, 
nickel, and copper pieces. Besides these, there circulate 
convertible silver and gold notes issued by the Nippon 
Ginko (Bank of Japan). In counting, the decimal me- 
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thod, is adopted with yen as the unit, that is, one yen 
containes 10 ten sen pieces, ten sen, 10 one sen pieces 
and one sen, 10 one rt'n pieces. The gold standard was 
established in 1897 and one yen silver coin ceased to be 
legal tender after Marche 31 st. 1898. Subsidiary sil- 
ver coins of 50, 20 & 10 sen will have the power of 
legal tender up to the sum of ten yen, while nickel and 
copper coins will have the same power up the sum of one 
yen. The denominations of gold, silver, and copper 
coins are shown below.

British Indian Kuptt - 
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Weights and Measures. — la the year 1885 the 
Government joined the Universal Metric Convention, 
and in 1891, the present system of weights and measures 
was established, adopting both old Japanese and foreign 
weights and measures. The original standard is under 
custody of the Minister of Agriculture and Commerce, 
and of the two duplicate original standards, the one is 
in the custody of the same minister while the other is in 
the keeping of the Minister of Education. The Minister 
of Agriculture and Commerce authorizes local magis- 
trates to make the local original standard in exact copy 
of the duplicate original standard, to be used as standard 
in the inspection of weights and measures. 

The unit of measure being shaku and that of weight, 
kwan, the original material for standard is the bar and 
weight made of the composition of platinum and iridium; 
the ten thirty thirds of the length of space between the 
two standard marks cut on the surface of the bar at the 
temperature of 0.15° centigrade, is to be one shaltit, 
and the fifteen fourth of the mass of the weight is to 
be one kwan. Their denominations and scales are as 
follows : — 
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Agriculture and Mining. — Agriculture is the leading 
occupation of the people from early times, and in the 
greater part of the cultivated area, rice which consti- 
tutes the principal food-crop, wheat, barley, and soya- 
beans are raised. Mulberries, the only food of silk- 
worm from which silk, the first principal export product 
of the Empire is obtained, are grown everywhere. Tea, 
the second largest product for export, is mainly culti- 
vated in the south of Honshiu and in Taiwan (Formosa). 
Camphor also forms one of the important exports of the 
Empire. 

The mineral wealth of the Empire is by no means 
small, but the art of mining is yet in a stage requiring 
much greater improvement. The coal production is 
rapidly increasing, especially in Kiushiu and Hokkaido. 
The growth of iron industry is somewhat slow ; but its 
prospect is not at all discouraging. The quantity of 
silver production has been steadily rising while, copper 
and antimony are among the principal exports of the 
Empire. 

Industry. — The industrial pursuits in the Empire 
may be classified into the original and the introduced. 
Under the class of the original industries existing from 
early times, are included the ceramic, weaving, embroi- 
dery, lacquer, paper, metal leather, wood and bamboo 
works, as also carvings of different descriptions, the 
manufacture of camphor, vegetable wax, salt, sugar, 
take, soy, oil, tobacco, indigo-ball, and raw silk. These 
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industries seem to have been first introduced from Corea 
or China, but the lapse of several hundred years has 
shown them of their original characteristics. Being 
worked with comparatively primitive and simple ins- 
truments, especially in the production of art objects where 
handwork is almost exclusively employed, the amount 
of production is naturelly very much limited ; but the 
tastes and excellent workmanship peculiar to the arts of 
their country are now being recognized and admired 
throughout the world. 

Of those branches of industry recently introduced 
from Europe and America, the principal classes are 
cotton spinning, glass and brick works, preparation of 
drugs and chemicals, cement works, wine brewing, 
woolen manufactures, ship-building, and manufactures 
of machineries, matches, foreign paper and so*p. These 
industries are generally carried on in a large scale em- 
ploying a large number of workmen, and utilizing water 
and steam powers. According to the latest return (1897), 
the total number of factories belonging to companies 
and individual persons is 7,287 — 1,671 of them being 
provided with steam engines, 832 with hydraulic 
engines, and 407 with both steam and hydraulic 
engines. The following table gives the particulars :

Commerce. — For many centuries, the commerce of 
the Empire was confined within the dominion, owing 
to the exclusive policy of the government, and even in 
this internal trade, the imperfection of locomotion and 
communication impeded its free developement. But the 
recent opening of trade with Europe and America, has 
abruptly changed the condition of commerce, and at 
present the trade with foreign countries is showing 
gradual grow every year. The projects formed by the 
people and the encouragement given by the government 
during these twenty years, together with the advant- 
ages derived from the establishment of banks, clearing 
houses, exchanges, markets, commercial firms, and 
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corporations, greatly extended the scope of business 
enterprises of the Empire. The chamber of commerce 
is under the supervision of the Minister of Agriculture 
and Commerce, and we have now the following 56 
Chambers : —

A summary of the extent of their producing districts 
and the increase and decrease of their exports are given 
below. 

Rice, Wheat and Flour. 

Rice — Niigata, Ohiba, Toyama, Aichi, Ibarki, Na- 
gano, Miye, Shiga, Ishikawa, Fukushima, Yamagata, 
Akita, Osaka, Kumamoto, Hiroshima, Miyagi and Shi- 
zuoka are the chief prefectures noted for an abundant 
production of rice; but Hizen, Higo, Buzen, Bungo, 
Chikuzen, Suwo, Nagato, Bizen, and Hariina, are the 
provinces known for producing the best rice suitable for 
export. There are two kinds in the export rice, that is, 
the uncleaned, and the refined which is effected by 
pounding in a machine. The market price is usually 
based on the value of catties each hndred catties prevail- 
ing at the time of transaction. The largest quantity 
exported from Kobe goes to England, and Hongkong; 
while the balance is distributed among the United Sta- 
des of America, Australia, Germany, France, and some 
other countries coming next. 

The following table shows the total quantity and 
value of rice exported to foreign countries. 
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Floor. — The total value of latest export amounts to 
154,203 yen, Russia being its chief customer. 



Green Tea, Dust Tea, Lump Tea, Bancha 
and Black Tea. 

Green Tea. — Green tea is the special production of 
the Empire and forms one of the most important com- 
modities exported to the foreign countries, having for 
its greatest customers the United States of America 
and the Dominion of Canada. It is mostly exported from 
Yokohama and Kobe ports. The following table shows 
the quantity of its export for the last six years. 
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mashirio occupying the first place in point of colourand 
flavour, but by no means superior to Shizuoka in general 
appearance; while with others no remarkable difference 
exists. 

The table of green tea brought to Yokohama and 
Kobe ports from different producing districts, is given 
below : — 

Dust Tea. — The totale value of dust tea expor- 
ted during the last three years varies from one 
hundred and ninety thousand yen to three hundred 
thousand, and it is chiefly exported to the United States 
of America, British America, China and Hongkong. 
It is not purposely pulverized, but this name originally 
given to the dust sifted off from the green tea has come 
to be retained. It is also exported from Yokohama and 
Kobe. The following table shows the total quantity and 
value of the tea exported to various countries. 
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Ginger. The total value of the latest export, principal- 
ly to the United States of America, Hongkong, Great 
Britain and Australia, amounts to 66,403 yen. 

Cuttle Ficb. This is the most important marine product 
exported from the Empire, and it can be seen from 
the statistics that the total value of its exports amounts 
to more than one million yen every year. It is chiefly 
exported to Hongkong and China. 

It is found in almost every coast of the Empire, 
especially in Bungo, Oki, Suwo, Iyo, and Goto (Hizen). 
The most suitable kind for export is found in Bungo, 
while the coasts of Iyo and Suwo produces the second 
best. There are several varieties such as Ichi-bad, 
Ni-ban, Mizuika, and Sasaika, each differing in quality 
and value. 

The following table shows the total amount of its 
export to various foreign countries for the last six years. 
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Kantea or Colle Vegetable. — The total value of the 
latest export of Kantcn amounts to about six hundred 
thousand yen. It is manufactured from the sea-weed 
called tengusa found in all places along the coasts of 
the Empire, especially along the coasts of Idsu, Shima, 
Awa, Nolo, Kii, Nagato, Bungo, and Hokkaido. The 
raw material is purchased and brought over to Osaka, 
Kyoto, Ilyogo, and Nagano to be manufactured there. 
There are two kinds of kanten, fine and square, and 
the former constitutes the greater part of the export. 
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Salmon and Cod. — The total value of the latest export 
is 56,573 yen, China and Hongkong being their destina- 
tions. 

Eainohashira. — ■ The total value of the latest export 
is 122,007 yen, China and Hongkong being its destina- 
tions. 

Other Shell Fishes. -- The total value of the latest ex- 
port is 93,570 yen, China and Hongkong being their 
destinations. 



Furs, Feathers and Awabi Shell. 

Furs. — The export of furs amounting to335,690yen 
chiefly find their way to Hongkong, Germany and China. 
They are fox, badger and marten furs. The producing 
districts are Kiushiu, Shikoku, Harima, Rikuzen, Riku- 
chu, Mutsu and Hokkaido. The produce of Hokkaido 
is the best while that of Harima comes next. The ports 
of export are Yokohama and Kobe. The trade for the 
last six years is shown in the following table. 
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8i FOREIGN TRADE OF JAPAN 

The principal export articles are the ornamental 
shelves, small tables, flower-vase stands, hanging 
shelves, picture frames, trays, wooden plates, and orna- 
mental carvings. The principal places of manufacture 
are Osaka, Tokyo, Nagoya, and Hakone. 

Among the picture frames there is one called " Shi- 
bayama Bori " in which flowers, birds or human figures 
are inlaid with metals, ivory, or shells, or painted with 
gold lacquer. It is mostly manufactured in Tokyo and 
Osaka. Joineries are abundantly exported of late, the 
hinoki planks being mostly used in the work. All 
kindsofdesignsareartistically carves . Theyarechiefly 
manufactured in Kobe and Osaka and exported from 
the same ports. 

Floor Hats, and Straw Plaits. 

Floor Mats. — The export of floor mats has lately 
been greatly increased. Ninety per cent is exported to 
the United States of America, the rest to British Ame- 
rica and Hongkong. The steady increase of demand in 
the United States of America as well as in other coun- 
tries is mainly due to the improvement of the work, the 
careful selection of materials and the artistic design of 
figures. 

The principal producing districts are Bizen, Bingo, 
Bungo, ■and Chikugo. There are many different kinds 
such as flower mats, damask mats and brocade mats, 
and they are mostly exported from Kobe. The trade 
for iht; last six years is shown in the following table : 
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Straw plaits are mostly produced at Aichi, Saitama, 
Tokyo, Okayama, Osaka, and other prefectures. Of 
the export from Kobe, the Osaka manufactures occupy 
its seventy per cent. And those ofOkayama the remain- 
ing thirty. The produce of Aichi, Saitama, and Tokyo 
ia mostly exported from Yokohama, exclusively to 
America. Though there are innumerable varieties, 
the Kakuuchi, Hishiuchi and Hirauchi are most exten- 
sively exported. The straw plait works such as waste- 
paper baskets, portable baskets, tea case toys are also 
more or less exported to America, England, Prance, 
and Hongkong. 



Round Fans, Fans, and Lanterns. 

Fan and Round Fan. — The United States of America 
occupies the first place in the export of fans, and France 
and Italy come next. The United States is also the 
largest customer of round fans, while England and 
Hongkong come next to it. The following table shows 
the amount of the export of fans for the last six years. 
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The principal producing districts are Kyoto, Osaka, 
Nagoya and Tokyo. 

In Tokyo and Kyoto the first class articles are made, 
while Osaka and Nagoya make the second class. Those 
with the pictures ot flowers and animals, are exported 
to Europe, while those bearing complicated drawings, 
find their way to the United States; and there are other 
kinds used for the purpose of advertisements. 

Lanterns. — Paper lanterns bearing the pictures of 
birds and flowers are made in Osaka; the Tengujo lan- 
terns with the figure of birds and flowers are manu- 
factured in Gifu; while paper lanterns with similar 
pictures and Hodsuki lanterns are produced in Tokyo. 
Those manufactured in Gifu are the best and are expor- 
ted to the U. S. of America, England, Hongkong and 
British India. The total value of export chiefly through 
Yokohama and Kobe ports during the last year is about 
92,059 yen. 



Screens. 

The total value of the export of screens is about 
346,085 yen. They are chiefly exported to Hongkong, 
England, the United States of America, China, Germany 
and other countries. The trade for the last six years 
is shown below. 
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The principal places of production are Kobe and 
Kyoto. There are different qualities, such as paper 
screen, Victoria lawn screen, muslin screen, and silk 
screen. Thefirstkind is the one bearing the pictures of 
flowers and birds. There are those which have land- 
scapes or human figures, but are not appreciated. 

The size and shape vary, such as three, four, or six 
foldings, and the heights also vary from 3 1/2 to 6 feet with 
corresponding varied breadths. The most exquisite and 
complicated works on the screen are done in Tokyo and 
Yokohama. 



Umbrella and Parasol. 

Umbrella. — The export of umbrella has greatly in- 
creased in late years. The countries for export are 
China, Hongkong, British India, Corea and Russia. 
Nine-tenth of the export is manufactured in Osaka and 
the remaining one-tenth in Tokyo. There are several 
varieties, such as silk, muslin, and cotton-muslin, among 
which the last mentioned is most abundantly manu- 
factured. 

Kobe is the chief port of export, Osaka and Yokohama 
are next to it. The trade for the last six years is shown 
in the following table. 
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mentioned. In the first class articles the pictures are 
painted with brushes in different colours, but in the in- 
ferior articles, the pictures are only stenciled. There 
are many varieties in shape and size ; but those that 
have the pictures of flowers and birds command the 
greatest demand. These parasols are used for stove 
screens. Yokohama is the chief port ol export, while 
Kobe and Osaka rank next to it. 

Papers and Paper Works. 

Papers. — Papers are manufactured in every part of 
the Empire. In quality, colour, size, fineness and 
thickness, great varieties exist. They are called by 
different names in different localities. At present the 
chief export consists of gampi, foreign and wall papers. 
The gampi papers are manufactured in the provinces of 
Mino, Tosa and Suruga, the foreign papers in Tokyo 
and Osaka, and the wall papers in Tokyo; l>csides, the 
torinoko papers are manufactured in Mino, Tosa and 
Tokyo ; the ioyo papers in Chikuzen and Chikugo; the 
yothino papers in Mino. In transaction, the price of 
the yoshino and gampi is set on every 10,1)00 sheets, the 
torinoko on every 500 sheets and the wall papers on a 
roll of 36 by 3 feet. The total value of the export 
amounts to about nine hundred thirty thousand yen. 
The wall papers are mostly exported to England, the 
United States of America, Germany etc. The gampi is 
exported to England, the United States, China, France 
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Charcoal. — The total value of latest export is 
98,718 yen, being chiefly exported to China and Corea. 

Places of production are Tahashima, Karatsu, Taku, 
Hirado in Hizen provinces, Buzen and Bungo provinces, 
Namadsuda in Chikuzen, Miike in Chikugo, and Iloro- 
nai in Kitami. 

There are two kinds, the black and red, of which the 
former has much greater demand. 

Nagasaki is the chief port of export; Kobe and Yoko- 
hama, the next. 



Vegetable Wax, Fish Oil and 
Rapeseed Oil. 

Vegetable Wax. — Vegetable wax is the special pro- 
duct of Chikuzen, Hizen, Iro, Chikugo, Higo, Buzen, 
and Iwami, among which the first three provinces pro- 
duce the largest quantity. The total value of export is 
about six hundred nine thousand yen. As consumers 
Hongkong occupies the first place, the United States of 
America and British India, the next. Its ninety per 
cent. Is exported from Kobe, and the rest from Osaka 
and Nagasaki. The price is set on every hundred cat- 
ties, and the trade for the last six years is shown below. 
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Camphor is manufactured in Taiwan (Formosa), Tosa, 
Satsuma, Chikuzen, Chikugo, Hizen, Higo, Buzen, 
Bungo, OsLirai, Hiuya, Kii, Izu, Suruga, Awa, Kazusa 
and some other provinces. There are four kinds of 
camphor, namely, perfect-dried, well-dried, local, and 
residue. By "perfect and well-dried" is meant the 
camphor in fully dry state, by " local ", that in an origi- 
nal State as brought from places of production ; and by 
residue, the same separated from the camphor oil. 

Both the perfect, and well-dried camphors are chiefly 
exported to Europe and America, and the local and 
residue mostly to China. It is sold in one hundred cat- 
ties, and chiefly exported from Kobe, and some from 
Nagasaki. 

Camphor Oil. — Camphor oil is the extract of cam- 
phor, and is chiefly exported from Kobe to Germany, 
the United States of America, England, China and some 
other countries, to the animal value of 181,535 yen. 

Ginseng. — The yearly export of ginseng mostly to 
China and Hongkong, amounst to some 423,836 yen. It 
is consumed by the Chinese, and the same exported to 
Hongkong is said to be transported again to the inte- 
rior. The trade for the last six years is as follows : — 
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Sulphuric Acid. — The total value of the latest export 
64,071 yen, and it is chiefly exported to China. 

China Root. — The total value of the latest export is 
19,672 yen, and it is chiefly exported to Hongkong. 

Peppermint Oil. — The total value of the latest ex- 
port is 52,042 yen, and it is chiefly exported to England, 
Hongkong, France and Germany. 

Menthol Crystal. — The total value of the latest ex- 
port is 106,202 yen, and it is chiefly exported to En* 
gland, the United States of America, Germany and 
Hongkong. 

Starianise. — The total value of the latest export is 
32,31 1 yen. It is chiefly exported to China. 

Peony Bark. — The total value of the latest export is 
17,812 yen. It is chiefly exported to Hongkong. 

Other Drugs. — The total value of the latest export 
is 160,488 yen. The are chiefly exported to Hongkoiig 
and China. 



Hatches. 

The principal manufacturing districts of matches ore 
Tokyo Fit, Osaka Fu, and Ilyogo prefecture. 

They are chiefly exported to Hongkong, and also to 
China, Corea, British India, Australia, Philippine Islands, 
Siain and some other countries. The trade for the last 
six years can be seen in the following table. 
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Raw Silk, Hoshi Silk, Waste Silk, Tama Silk, 

Floss Silk, Waste Floss Silk, Pierced 

Cocoon, and Waste Cocoon. 

Raw Silk. — In 1869 or 1870 when the European silk 
spinning machine was introduced, the silk industry of 
the empire began to assume a new aspect. At present, 
the silk spinning factories can be seen almost every 
where. In 1879, an improvement was made on the Re- 
reel machines, since called " Improved Re-reel Ma- 
chine. " It was first adopted in Gumma prefecture. 
Ever since the adoption of this machine, a decided pro- 
gress was realized and its best production is by no 
means inferior to that which is produced by the Euro- 
pean machine, and the same holds equal market value 
with the best of the European machine production. 
The Raw silk is an important orginal produce of (he 
Empire. It occupies the foremost place in the 
export of the country. The latest annual export value 
amounts to 42,047,411 yen. The United States of Ame- 
rica is the first country for export, France the second, 
England, Italy, and Switzerland, the third. The trade 
for the last six years can be seen in the following 
table:— 
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Silk Goods, Silk Handkerchiefs, 
and Silk Manufactures. 

Silk Goods. — The principal silk goods are habutaye 
crapes, kaiki, shuchin and figured damask, among which 
the first mentioned is manufactured in the largest quan- 
tity. The total value of export, five or six years ago, 
amounted to only 130,000 yen. Sincethen it was increa- 
sed to 12,055,505 yen — an extraordinarily rapid deve- 
lopment never experienced of in any of the other ex- 
ported articles. The principal producing districts of 
habutaye are the provinces of Echizen, Kaga, Kozuke, 
Shimolsuke and Kai, and those of crapes are Kozuke, 
Tango and Mino ; while kaiki is produced in Kai, and 
shuchin and figured damask come from Kyoto. There 
silks are mainly exported from Yokoama, and they find 
their way mostly to France. The United States of 
America ranks next as their customer, while Corea, 
England, Hongkong, and some other countries imports 
them more less. The trade for the last six years with 
several countries is shown in the following table : — 
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The Silk handkerchiefs exported at present, consist 
of white silk having the edges turned over, or Orikaeshi 
which is produced in largest quantities, the striped edges, 
or Shimabuchi, the striped edges turned over or Shima 
orikaeshi and the scalloped silk or Fuchinui, 

They are produced in Tokyo, Yokohama, Odawara, 
Gifu, Nagoya, Kobe, Okayama, and some other districts, 
the port of export being Yokohama. 

Silk Manufactures . — The total export value of silk 
fabrics amounts to about 474,364 yen. They are princi- 
pally manufactured in Tokyo, Osaka, Yokohama, Kyoto 
and Kobe. Tnere are a great many varieties, such 
as curtains, table clothes, chair covers, bed clothes, 
plate clothes, printed figure clothes etc. The trade for 
the last six years is given below. 
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Cotton Flannel, Mompa and Other Cotton Goods. — 
The cotton flannel and Mompa, and other cotton goods 
are produced in Wakayama, Nagoya, Osaka and Kyoto. 
They are exported to Hongkong in large quantities, and 
also to Corea and China. The export from Yokohama 
is chiefly for the Chinese use. It consists of the striped 
chijimi (or cotton crope) and plain white chijimi (cotton 
Jrope). They are manufactured in Sano, Ashikaga and 
Kiriu. For foreign export, that is for Europe and Ame- 
rica, the white and the printed chijimi boaring the figu- 
res of flowers and birds are manufactured. The trade 
for the last six years is shown in the next table. 
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The laquered wares are the special production of this 
country, and have been admired foreign people from an 
early period. The goods for export purposes are made 
in Aizu, (same as Wakamatsu in Iwashiro), Kii, Shi- 
zuoka, and Hakone (in Sagami), and the articles manu- 
factured are tray, bread tray, hanging shelf, square shelf, 
box, drawers incense box, stove screen etc. Trays are 
manufactured in Aizu and Kii ; bread trays in Shizuoka ; 
wooden plates in Hakone ; and the rest are made almost 
everywhere. 

The total export value of one year amounts to 783,195 
yen. Among the countries for export, England, Ger- 
many, Hongkong, France, and the United States of 
America are the principal ones. Yokohama is the chief 
port of export, and Kobe is the next. The trade for the 
last six years can be seen in the following table ; 
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Metallic Wares. 

Bronze Wares. The total annual export-value of bronze 
wares is about 207,345 yen. The country to which they 
are exported in the largest quantity, is France while the 
United States of America, England, Hongkong, Ger- 
many, British India, and China come next, Tokyo is 
the first manufacturing place, Osaka and Kioto, Takaoka 
and Kanakawa, the next. The manufactured articles are 
flower vases, trays, ornaments, incense-burners, photo- 
graph racks, cigar holders etc. Yokohama ist the first 
port of export, and sends out the seven-tenths of the 
whole export. The trade for the last six years is shown 
in the following table : 
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Ingot Copper, Bar or Slab Copper. — The ingot cop- 
per and bar or slab copper combined amount to about 
7,267,071 yen in their annual export. The producing 
districts are Shimotsuke, Iyo, Ugo, Bizen, Bitchiu, 
Kaga, Echigo, Iwami, Iliuga, etc. The largest quantity 
is exported from Yokohama, the next from Kobe, and 
the least from Osaka. By the ingot is meant copper in 
its original state as brought from the mines. By the 
bar or slab is meant copper, melted and made into bars, 
slabs or sheel, bearing the trade marks of the manu- 
factures stamped upon them, and bearing the different 
names such as square copper, long pole, slab copper 
and sheet copper. 

In transaction, the price is set on every hundred cat- 
ties. Ingot copper is chiefly exported to Hongkong ; 
and also to China and England. Slab copper is also 
chiefly exported to Hongkong. England, British India, 
Corea and France also import them more or less. The 
trade for the last six years is given in the folloving

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CHAPTER IV 

THE TREATY POSTS 

I. Yokohama. 

Yokohama, the leading treaty port of Japan, is situat- 
ed in the southern extremity of Musashi province, about 
eighteen miles from Tokyo, the capital of the Empire. 
Its precise location is. Latitude : ;f>° 26'5!t", .North. 
Longitude : 1$)° 38'37", East from Greenwich. 

The prosperous state of this port in respect to the 
foreign trade is seen from the fact that it surpasses any 
other treaty port in the extent of trade and the number 
of shipping. More than half of the commodities impor- 
ted to and exported from Japan is dealt with in this 
port. Besides, all those who visit Japan as well as 
those who go abroad generally touch this port, as it is 
the most important intermediate station. 

There are a good Race Course, Parks, Public Halls, 
European hotels, Consulates commercial, agents, 
Lloyd's, Chamber of Commerce, Banks, Shipping Offi- 
ces, Post and Telegraph Offices, Commercial Shools, etc. 

The means of communication is well provided for, 
there being telephone, telegraph, railway, and steam- 
boat lines ; the first of which connects this city with 
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Tokyo, and the second and the third convey the mes- 
sage and travellers to all parts of the empire, while the 
last regularly dispatches steamers to alt principal sea 
ports of the world. 

Four English daily papers, "The Japan Gazette", 
"The Japan Herald "," The Japan Daily Moil" and 
"The Japan Daily Advertiser" are published here. 
The Mail and The Gazette also issue weekly papers. 

Anchorage. — The harbour was much exposed at 
first, but two breakwaters of 5,383 e and 5,702 n feet 
long, projecting from east and north, have been cons- 
tructed to furnish a shelter and a safe anchorage for 



Pier. — An iron pier 1,805 feet long was constructed 
by the government, for vessels to load and unload. 

Pier dues are charged at the rate of 2 sen per registe- 
red ton for 24 hours and 1 sen (or every additional 
hour. 

Water Supply. — Water supply of this city is taken 
from Lake Yamanaka, located in one of the Hakone 
ranges at an elevation of 990 meters. Vessels in the 
port will be supplied with fresh water at 25-40 sen per 
ton. 

Custom House. — A customs officer goes on board a 
vessel on her arrival at thejport and leaves her in the 
evening after sealing up the hatch-way. He visits the 
vessel every day, staying there from sun-rise to sun- 
set, and receiving meals on the board free of charge, 
during her anchorage in the port. Within twenty-four 
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hours after arrival, the captain shall make entry of his 
ship at the Custom House, and present the manifesto 
of cargoes. He shall also be required to deposit at 
the Custom House the certificate of registry and clear- 
ance permit of the original port and shall pay the entry 
fee of fifteen yen. — Coal. — The coal supplying ca- 
pacity of the port is not sufficient, so that coaling ofthe 
vessels is generally done at Shimonoseki. 

Provisions. — Supply of general provisions is plen- 
tiful and cheap in the port. 

Ballast. — Ballast can be obtained at any time. The 
rate of single ballast is 6,(50 yen per ton, and that of the 
compound one is 3,40 yen per ton delivered on board. 

Labour. — Since the late war labourer's wages have 
gone up so thus one yen per day for a skilled labour 
has ceased to be considered good pay. 

Depth. — Inside the breakwaters and wharves, the 
water is deep enough to allow large ships to enter, hav- 
ing the depth or 3 1/2 to Ti 1/2 fathoms. 

Brokerage. — Brokerage for procuring a charter is 
generally 2 1/2 0/0. There are 5 foreign residents who 
carry on this business in the port. 

Climate and Sanitation. — The climate is generally 
very mild. The sanitary provisions of this port are suf- 
ficient to prevent an extensive spread of contageous di- 
sease. The port, being free from ice, is open through- 
out the year.

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II. Kobe. 



Kobe, the most important treaty port in the south- 
western part of the Empire, is situated in the admi- 
nistrative district of Hyogo Prefecture, and in the 
south-western corner of Settsu province, or more preci- 
sely in 135° 24' 29" of E. Long. (General) and 35» 37' 
of N. Lat. 

With respect to the total value of imported commodi- 
ties, Kobe ranks first, while in the extent of commerce 
and shipping, in general it stands next only to Yoko- 
hama. 

The port occupies the most important place in the 
south-western region of the Empire, and is situated very 
closely to the two large cities of Osaka and Kyoto, 
with which it has railway connection. 

The harbour is bounded on the north-east by the old 
bed of the River Ikuta and on the south-east, by Cape 
Wada. 

This city is the starting point of the Tokaido and the 
Sanyo railways, the former running toward east and 
the latter toward west. Hence it naturally constitutes 
the central station both for passengers and commercial 
commodities, 

English papers, " The Kobe Daily News", " Hiogo 
Evenning News", " The Kobe Herald "and "The Kobe 
Chronicle", are published here. This city, originally 
no more than an inconsiderable fishing village, was 
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opened in December 1867, subsequent to the conclusion 
of the Treaty of Commerce with foreign countries. 

The population of Kobe according to the census taken 
in 1888, was 214,1(12. 

Anchorage. — The harbour is good and deep enough 
to afford a safe anchorage for vessels of almost any size. 

Piera. — There are one iron, and two railway piers. 
An iron pier of ->Sb feet 10 inches long was constructed 
by the Kobe Pier Co., for veasels loading and dischar- 
ging at this port. The nearness of the pier, to the 
Custom House, gives every convenience. Pier dues arc 
charged at the rate of 50 to 100 yen per vessel for 72 
hours, according to the amount of commodities to be 
loaded or discharged. Vessels intending to load or 
discharge at the pier, should make entry at the Custom 
House and obtain the necessary permit as soon as pos- 
sible after their arrival, and the local agents of the ves- 
sels are required to give as soon as possible before an 
intimation of the probable date of this incoming vessels, 
so that the necessary arrangement might be made for 
them at the pier. A copy of manifesto giving marks 
and numbers of all cargoes to be landed, must be lodged 
at the office of Pier Company before the vessel com- 
mences to discharge her cargoes. Cargoes for shipment 
from the pier should be sent to the company's sheds, 
together with the shipping order of the vesseles agents 
and the necessary Customs' permit. Pier dues will in 
every case be charged according to the company's fixed 
tariff. The company has a special contract with Mes- 
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sageries Maritimes and Peninsular and Oriental Com- 
panies, by which the vessels of these companies pos- 
sess the priviledge of coming to the pier whenever 
they come into the harbour. 

When the pier is engaged, or when the weather is not 
favorable, a red flag will be displayed at the pier head 
during the day, and the red lights at night, in which 
case, vessels will have to anchor else where. A blue 
flag with three circles on it is displayed on one side of 
the pier, indicates that a vessel may come to that side 
of the pier only. If displayed in the middle of the pier, 
the captain may come to whichever side he may choose. 

Water-Supply. — Supply of fresh water is plentiful. 
The vessels at the pier will be supplied with fresh water 
by the Pier Co. at 40 yen per ton and the vessels in the 
port at 50 yen per ton, chiefly by under taken Nickel 
and Co. and Jack- Young. 

Coal. — The first class coal can be obtained in the 
port at a moderate rate. 

Ballast. — Ballast can be obtained at Nickel and Co. 
and Jack- Young at the rate of about 50 yen per ton for 
sand and 1 yen for stone. 

Stevedores. — In Kobe this business is chiefly carried 
on by Nickel and Co. and Jack-Young. The loading and 
discharging charge is about 20 yen per ton. 

Labour. — Labour hand is not so plentiful as it used 
to be, and can be secured at the Pier Company bet- 
ween the rate of 30 and 50 cents per day in a day time 
and S I at night. 
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Docks. — There are two in this port, owned by Ka- 
wasaki Shipbuilding Yard. The one being 600 feet long, 
and 24 feet wide, is capable of holding a vessel of 2,000 
tons, and the other being 400 feet long and 20 feet wide, 
can receive a vessel of 500 tons. The dock tariff is as 
follows : —

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III. Nagasaki. 



Nagasaki, situated at the western extremity of the 
Empire, in 130" 29" of E. Long. (Greenwich), and 32* 45" 
of N. Lat., was formerly the most important seat of di- 
plomacy and commerce with foreign countries. It was 
first visited by a Portuguese in the 1st year of Genk 
(1570) and the trade with Portugal began in the following 
year. Afterwards, in the 2nd yeard of Kwanyei (1629), 
it was fixed as the trading port with China and 17 years 
later (1640) with Holland. Having been the oldest open 
port, it monopolized for a long period the advantages 
derived from foreign trade. But the condition of our 
trade with foreign countries having undergone a great 
change, this port is now far behind Yokohama and Kobe. 
The port, being favorably situated on the southwestern 
coast of Kiushiu Island, is another great maritime cen- 
tre, frequented by our vessels as well as by those of 
other countries. 

The means of communication in this port is well 
equipped, having regular lines open for many impor- 
tant ports in Asia, and itself constituting the interme- 
diate port for the European, the Philippine and the Aus- 
tralian lines, so that nothing remains to be regretted in 
point of its maritime communications. The Kiushiu 
railway has a branch line to Nagasaki. 

Population of Nagasaki in 1898 was 113,307. 
Anchorage. — The harbour, deeply indented with 
small bays, is a landlocked inlet about 2 miles long 
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with a width varying from 6 to 18 cho (cho = 119 yards), 

thus affording a safe anchorage for vessels of almost 

any size. 
Coal. Good coal can be obtained in the port at a very 

moderate rate.

Water Supply. — Water-works having been cons- 
tructed, the supply of fresh water for vessels is plen- 
tiful except in November and December, when the wea- 
ther is dry. It can be supplied at about 12 yen per ton. 

Docks. — Nagasaki docks, formerly owned by the 
Government, now belong to Mitsu Bishi Company. 
There is a slip capable of admetting vessels of 1,500 
tons. Attached to the dock yard, there are large and 
well equipped engine works. There are two dry docks, 
one being 523 feet long, 87 ft. wide at entrance, 77 feet 
in sill, and 28 ft. deep, and the other 371 ft. long, 78 ft. 
deep. 

Loading and discharging. — Loading and unloading 
can only be effected by means of lighters. 

Labour. — ■ Labour and is plentiful and good ones can 
be obtained at any time. For loading and discharging 
they charge yen 50 per ton. 

Ballast. — The supply of ballast is not sufficient, but

Provisions. Supply of general provisions is plentiful;

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IV. Hakodate. 

Hakodate, situated on the southern part of Hokkaido 
Islands in 140° 43' 6" of E. Long. (Greenwich), and 41" 
45' 54" of N. Lat., is the most northerly treaty port of 
Japan. The harbour is about three miles both in length 
and width, and the physical formation of its surroundings 
naturally affords a safe shelter for vessels. The city con- 
tains a population of 77,472. Nearly all the products 
of the Island pour into this port for shippment. Water- 
works having been completed a few years ago, the city 
is now supplied with good water. 

The port was opened to foreign commerce in the 6lb 
year of Ansei (1859). The vast resources of Hokkaido 
— the rapid development of agriculture, the enormous 
extent of fishery, the increasing production of dried fish 
and sea-weed, as well as its mineral wealth promise hope- 
ful future for the export trade, 

Anchorage. — The harbour, nearly land-locked, affords 
a safe anchorage. 

Coal. — Coal is abundant and will be supplied at the

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V. Niioata. 

Niigata, situated in the centre of Echigo Province in 
139* 3' E. Long, Greenwich, and 35° 39' N. Lat., ia an 
open port in the northern coast of the Empire, bounded 
on the east by the Shinano River, and on the northwest 
by sea. 

Its location being most unfavorable, it rendered very 
little service to foreign commerce, and the least business 
is done in this port since it was opened in 1868 as one 
of the five treaty ports. Besides, the harbour is much 
exposed and the safe anchorage is beyond expectation. 
Although so insignificant with regard to foreign* trade, 
it is an important centre of domestic commerce in the 
Hokuriku-do. Rice being the staple production of 
Echigo province, the yearly export of this port amounts 
to a large quantity. 
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VI. Other Treaty Ports. 

By the New Treaties which came into force in July 
1899, twenty six more ports were opened to foreign 
commerce.

Art. I. • — On the importation of articles from foreign 
countries, those enumerated in Ctasse I of the annexed 
Tariff shall be subject to import duties according to the 
rates of duty set forth in the said Tariff ; those specified 
in Class II of the said Tariff shall be exempted from 
import duties ; and the importation of the articles named 
in Class III of the said Tariff is prohibited. 

Art. II. — The dutiable value of imported articles 
shall be the actual cost of the articles at the place of 
purchase, production, or fabrication, with the addition 
of packing charges, cost o* transportation, insurance, and 
all other charges incurred up to the arrival of the articles 
at the ports of importation . 

Art. III. — In regard to those articles enumerated in 
the annexed Tariff, in respect of which it is found advi- 
sable to convert the ad valorem rates of duty into specific 
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duties, the articles and their subdivisions may be deter- 
mined by Imperial Ordinance. 

The specific duties, above mentioned, shall be deter- 
mined according to the rates of duty set forth in the 
annexed Tariff, taking average values for a period of six 
months or more, and calculated upon the basis prescri- 
bed in the preceding article. 

Art. IV. — In case of articles on wliich two or more 
rates of duty set forth in the annexed Tariff are appli- 
cable, it shall be assessed according to the highest of 
such rates. 

Art. V. — Import duties shall not be levied on the 
following articles. 

No. 1. Articles imported for Imperial use. 

No. 2. Arms, ammunitions and explosives imported 

by the Imperial Army or Navy. 
No. 3. Ships belonging to the Imperial Navy. 
No. 4. Articles intended for the personal use of 

Diplomatic agents, accretided to this Empire. 
No. 5. Orders or decorations and medals.

In case of articles mentioned in No. 11 of this Arti- 
cle, the period within which re-importation is to 
take place must be declared to the Customs autho- 
rities at the time of exportation. 

Art. VI. — The following articles shall not be subject 
to import duties, provided they shall be re-exported 
within six months from the date of importation, in this 
case a sum of money equal to the amount of import duties 
payable or security thereof must be deposited in the 
Customs at the time of importation.

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CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN. 



In virtue of Ordinance* No. 385 of the 21th day of the 10th month 
of the 30th year of Meiji {Oct. 27th 1897) and No. 363 of t/ie 
29th day of the 12th month of the 3Uh year of Meiji {Dee. 
12th 1898). 

Art. I. — All goods imported into this Empire shall, 
in order to enjoy the benefits of Conventional Tariffs 
under the provisions of the Treaties, be accompanied by 
Certificate of Origin. 

In respect however of goods which are imported by 
parcel post, or the dutiable value of which does not exceed 
100 yen, no such certificates are required. 

Art. II. — The Certificate of Origin shall contain 
the marks, numbers, descriptions, number of packages, 
weights, and measurements of the goods, and the place 
of production or fabrications, as well as the place and 
date of departure ; and shall be duly certified by the 
Imperial Japanese Consulate or Commercial Agency at 
the place of departure, or where there is no such Consu- 
late or Agency, by the Customs House. Chamber of 
Commerce, or other competent authorities of such place. 

The Certificate of Origin shall be valid for a period of 
one year from the date of issue. 

Art. III. — In case no such Certificate is attached or, 
if attached, the particulars contained therein are incom- 
plete, or do not agree with the goods themselves, or in 
case the Certificate shall be deemed improper by the 
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Customs authorities, the goods in question shall be sub- 
ject to the rates of duty provided in the General Tariff. 
If however a proper Certificate shall be produced 
within the period of six month from the date of impor- 
tation of such goods, the duties imposed thereon shall be 
reduced to the ratio specified in the Conventional Tariff. 
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EXPLANATORY REMARKS 

1. Conversion of ad valorem to specific rates of duty. 

The Genera! Tariff as enacted by the Customs Tariff 
Law, consisted wholly of ad valorem rates. In virtue of 
Article III of that Law the several items which are sub- 
jected to specific rates of duty in the General Tariff 
Column of the annexed Tariff were converted from ad 
valorem to specific rates by Imperial Ordinance No. 220, 
dated the 24th day of the 9th month of the 31st Year of 
Meiji (September 24th 1893).

4. Rules for Calculating ad valorem Duties.

fabrication to the port of discharge as well as commis- 
sions if any exists.

5. Rule for the measurement of Tissues. 

In determining the dutiable width of tissues, fractions 
of an inch not exceeding one half of an inch are discar- 
ded and fractions of an inch exceeding one-half of an 
inch are counted as a full inch.

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LAW RELATING TO BONDED 
WAREHOUSE, 1897 



CHAPTER I 

GENERAL RULE 

Art. 1. — Bonded warehouses are the place where 
imported goods are to be deposited without paying Cus- 
toms' duty. 

Art. 2. — WUhe the goods remain in the bond, 
they are not considered to have been imported for con- 
sumption. 

Art. 3. — For the goods in bond, Customs' duty shall be 
payable upon their quality and quanti ty at the time of 
admission into the warehouse. 

Art. 4. — Goods to be conveyed to or to be trans- 
ported from the warehouses, shall follow the route 
indicated by a special order from the authorities. 

Art. 5. — Classification of merchandise which may be 
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allowed to be deposited in bond, wili be determined by 
aspeetal order of the Miuistre in charge. 

Art. — 6. Bonding of imported goods shall be sub- 
ject, besides the present law, tho the rules and regu- 
lations of the Imperial Customs. 

Art. 7. — The goods deposited in the Bonded ware- 
house shall not remain therein a longer term than one 
year. 

Art. 8 — In case of removal of goods from a Bonded 
warehouse to another, the time of their term shall be 
reckoned from the date of their first warehousing entry. 

Art. 9. — In case of transport of bonded goods, the 
owner may be ordered to deposit with the authorities 
the amount of money corresponding to theduties payable 
upon such goods. In case of such goods not reaching 
their destination within a year from the date of landing, 
Customs' duties will be levied upon the same. 



CHAPTER II 

GOVERNMENT HON I 

Art. 10. — A warrant will be issued against tho 
deposit of goods in the government Bonded warehouse. 

Art. 11. — The warrant referred to in the preceding 
article may be transferable by endorsement. 
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Art. 12. — In the event of the loss of a warrant, a 
notice must be given to the proper authority. Afresh 
document will be issued after the last warrant has been 
declared null and void 'by the court, upon the appli- 
cation of the owner, according to the procedure of civil 
law. 

Art. 13. — If anyone brings the warrant fort which 
the notice of loss has been given according to the preced- 
ing article, the authorities, pending the determination 
of the legal ownership thereof between the bearer and 
the former possessor who gave notice of its loss, shall 
stop delivery of the goods in question. 

Art. 14. — No delivery of goods shall take place 
without the production of the warrant. 

Art. 15. — In the event of disputes, respecting the 
right of ownership of the goods, the delay of storage 
of the same for a further period may be granted upon 
application. 

Art. 16. If the goods should not be cleared within 
the period of on year or within such extention of it, 
specially granted by the authorities, the latter will give 
notice by advertisement that such goods are unclaimed, 
stating their nature, quantity, number and marks. 

If from the date of this notice, no claim be made 
within six months, the authorities wilt proceed to the 
sale of the goods by public auction. 

All duties, charges due upon the goods, together with 
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the expenses of the sale and notification 'of the same 
will be paid out of the proceeds and the balance, if any, 
will be reserved for the party or parties to whom the 
goods belong. 

Art. 17. — In the event of any article placed in the 
bonded warehouses becoming putrid or otherwise 
offensive, notice will be given by the authorities to the 
owner ordering the removal of the same within a cer- 
tain period. 

If within the period of such notice, the same be not 
taken away, the authorities will order to destroy the 
same. In case of urgent necessity, the latter may do so 
before the expiration of the term stated in the notice. 

For the goods destroyed, no Customs' duties will be 
levied. 



CHAPTER HI 

PRIVATE BONDED WAREHOUSE 

Art. 18. — ■ The government may authorize bonded 
warehouse by private undertaking. 

Art. 19. — Specially authorized private bonded ware- 
houses are under the supervision of the authorities. 

Art. 20. — The proprietors of private bonded ware- 
houses shall have to guarantee the payment of Customs' 
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duties on the goods stored therein ; they are responsible 
for safe custody of the same, and also for the loss or 
damages of the goods either through convulsion of the 
elements or any other causes. 

Art. 21. — They shall also deposit with the autho- 
rities a sum of money or government bonds, the amount 
of which will be determined by the government, as a 
guarantee for the payment of Customs' duties. 

Art. 22. — No goods belonging to its proprietor can 
be stored in a private bonded warehouse. 

Art. 23. — The goods stored in private bonded ware- 
houses hare not alloved to remain therein for a longer 
term than one year; if they should not be cleared within 
that period, the authorities will order to pay Customs, 
duties. 

Art. 24. — Internal regulations of private bonded 
warehouses as well as scale of warehouse charges, must 
receive previous approval of the authorities. 

Art. 25. — At any time and place the government 
officers may inspect goods in custody of private bonded 
warehouses and examine books and documents relating 
to their transactions. The goods in transit shall also 
be subject to this rule. 

Art. 26. — The special authorization for keeping a 
private bonded warehouse shall come to an end in one 
of the following cases. 

1" When a private bonded warehouse will cease to 
exist. 
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2° At the death of its proprietor. 

3° When the proprietor or company shall be declared 
bankrupt. 

4 s At the expiration of the term of the special autho- 
rization. 

5" When the special authorization will be withdrawn 
by the government. 

Art. 27. — When in either of the above cases, pri- 
vate bonded warehouses come to an end, the authorities 
will give public notice to the owners of the goods in 
bond; the latter shall then be required to take delivery 
of the goods within certain period determined by the 
authorities, unless and provided that there be a successor 
who desires to take over the business of the said private 
bonded warehouse within a month. If the goods should 
not be cleared within such a time as notified by the 
authorities, they will be removed by the authorities at 
the expense of owners, either to the government Bonded 
warehouse or to another private bonded warehouse. 

Art. 28. — The proprietor of private bonded ware- 
house for which the license has expired, shall still be 
liable to any consequences, until the goods shall be 
cleared. 

Art. 29. — In the case staled in art, 27, owners of 
goods which have been removed by the authorities to 
eay other bonded warehouse, shall be required to ob- 
serve all the rules and regulations relating thereto. 
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Art. 30. — The autorization to keep private bonded 
warehouses shall be withdrawn by the authorities in 
one of the following cases ; viz : 

1" When a private bonded warehouse infringes laws, 
regulations and special instructions relating thereto. 

2" When, there exists doubt as to the solidity of pro - 
prietors" security of paying customs' dutis. 

3° When he is convicted of a crime. 



CHAPTER IV 

PENALITIES 

Art. 31. — No bonded goods can be removed from 
the warehouse without the permission of the authorities; 
in case of infringement of this article, the goods will be 
confiscated to the government. In the event of the 
event of the goods being already transferred or sold, the 
offender shall be liable to a fine equal to the value of 
the goods. 

Art. 32. — In case of infringement of Art. 4, of the 
present law the offender shall be liable to the same 
penalty. No goods can be deposited into a bonded wa- 
rehouse without permission of the authorities, the of- 
fender shall be liable to a fine of not less thand 3 and 
not exceeding 30 yen. 
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Art. 33. — In case of enforcing the scale of ware- 
housing charges and the regulations relating to safe 
custody of goods, without the previous approval of the 
authorities, the offender shall be liable to a fine not less 
than 5 and not exceeding 50 yen. 

Art. 34. — In case of infringement of Art. '22, the 
offender shall be liable to the same penalty. 

Any one who refuses, obstructs or attempts to avoid 
the examination of the goods, books or documents relat- 
ing to the goods bonded in a private warehouse, by the 
officers authorized to do so, according to art. 25, shall 
be liable to a fine not less than 2 yen and not exceed- 
ing 20 yen. If such offence be punishable by the cri- 
minal code, the case shall be dealt with accordingly. 
The present law comes into force on the first of July 1897. 
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GENERAL OUTLINE OF THE NEW 

REGULATIONS 

FOR BONDING GOODS 



GENERAL REMARKS 

The New Bonded Warehouse law and regulations 
are quite distinct from the Bonded regulations enacted 
in 1872 and which are still in force. 

Owners of goods may however avail themselves of 
depositing their merchandise according to the new 
regulations in paying storage charges, scale of which 
is considerably lower than that of the old one. 

The latter will still be applied to those goods, which 
either being unclaimed or the time being expired, are 
taken into the Customs' godown according to the shed 
regulation. 

According to the new rule, not only goods may be 
bonded in the Customs' or private bonded warehouse 
and stored therein with reduced storage charges for a 
period of one year, but also may be transported in bond 
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or transferred from one place to another even into the 
interior towns of the country, where private Bonded 
warehouses may be authorized in future. 

I. Goods not allowed in Bond 

The under-mentioned goods will not be received into 
the Customs' Bonded warehouses; viz : 

1° All goods free of duty. 

2° Bulky or heavy articles. 

3" Articles damaged or putrified and those liable to 
damage or putrifi cation, 

4* Articles of explosive, inflammable or otherwise 
dangerous nature. 

5° Articles liable to cause damage to the building or 
1o other merchandise. 

6 s Animals and plants. 
i 7° Articles considered unhealthy. 

II. Formalities 

Owners af cargo wishing to store goods in the Cus- 
toms' or private Bonded warehouse must deliver to the 
Customs, authorities an application called « Entry in 
Bond », setting forth particulars required in the form 
for which Bonding permit will be issued. 

As according to the new rule, the import duty being 
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payable unpon the quality and quantity of merchandise 
at the time of entry in Bond, it is essential that invoices 
of goods should be annexed to the application. The 
goods are, therefore, subject to Customs' inspection and 
assessment of import duty, before they are admitted 
into Bond. The necessity of this formality arose from * 
the fact that the amount of duty must be stated in the 
Warrant in order to facilitate its circulation as a nego- 
tiable instrument. 

III. Transportation Bond 

Goods in Bond may be transported either on sea or 
land with the sanction of the Customs' autorithies. To 
obtain this permission, an application must be made 
to the Customs who may grant a transport permit. 

Upon the arrival of goods at their destination, appli- 
cation for entry in Bond, together with the transport 
permit must be presented to the Customs' authorities of 
that locality. 

Depositors of goods may transfer the same from one 
warehouse to another situated in the same locality by 
obtaining permission from the same authorities, 

However, if the Customs' authorities deem it neces- 
sary, they may order a deposit of import duty, before 
granting transport permit. 

They may also send Customs officers to accompany 
goods during transportation. 
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Upon the arrival of goods at their destination, the 
duty will be refunded. 

In the event of the non-arrival of goods at. their desti- 
nation within a year from the time of their first landing 
or in case of their happening to be destroyed or to have 
perished en route, no deposit of duty will be refunded 

For re-export goods in Bond , the formality is the 
same as used at present in similar cases. 

IV. Inspection and samples from Bond 

Owners of goods may, with the permission of the 
Customs' authorities, inspect their merchandise stored 
in the Bonded warehouse and also obtain samples. An 
application to that effect must be made to the chief of 
the warehouse department who will deliver a permit 
for taking samples. 

As the quantity of samples taken, must be stated on 
the back of the warrant, the production of that docu- 
ment will be necessary. 

V. Withdrawal from Bond 

In order to withdraw from the Bond either a part or 
the whole of the goods, the applicant must produce a 
warrant together with an Entry for Import the form of 
which is the same as used at present. 

The delivery of goods cannot be authorized, however, 
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before the duties, storage charges or other charges, if 
any, due upon the goods have been paid to the Customs' 
authorities. 

In case of goods stored in a private Bonded ware- 
house, upon the payment of import duty only, a deli- 
very order will be granted. 

VI. Warrant 

The new warrant which will be issued will contain 
the following particulars : 

Nature of articles, 

Mark. 

Number. 

Quantity 

Weight or measure. 

Date of landing. 

Date of entry in Bond. 

Name and adress of owner. 

Amount of Import duty. 

Storage charges. 

The warrant may be made out in one or as many 
documents as the owner of goods may require. While, 
according to the old rule, a fee of one Bu (31 sen *) for 
each warrant was charged, a single warrant is given 
gratis to the depositor. In case of requiring warrants 
in several documents, a small fee is charged for the 
application form. 
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Under the old regime if part of goods was withdrawn 
from Bond, such portion was to be written off from the 
warrant, but the present system requires that in such 
case, application for a fresh warrant must be made. 

The warrant being transferable by endorsement, no 
delivery of goods can take place without its production. 

In case of loss of a Warrant, the owner must give at 
once a written notice to the Customs' authorities, so as 
to enable them to stop delivery of goods. 



VII. Opening Hours of Bonded Warehouse 

Formalities relating to bonding must be made during 
the usual business hours of the Customs', bud Bonded 
warehouses will be open daily from sun-rise to sun-eet, 
excepting on Sundays and such public holidays as may 
be publicly announced. 

VIII. Fees 

A fee of thirty ten is required for the following do- 
cuments : 

Application for warrant in several documents 
Application for re-issue of warrant. 

The fee will be twenty sen for the following : 
Application for entry in Bond. 
Application for transportation in Bond. 
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Application for transfer in Bond. 
Application for re-export. 

Application for extention the of time remaining in 
Bond. 

For special permission to open Customs' Bonded 
warehouse on Sundays and Customs' holidays; one yen 
for every hour. 

The Customs' authorithies will not receive the above 
stated fees in cash; the applicants are required to affix 
to the application form registration stamps correspon- 
ding to the amount of fees 

For any further informations respecting the formal- 
ities for Bonding goods, apply to the Customs Authorities.
